Amonget other things, he refers to 
the settlers from Continental Europe, 
their love of the land and their in- 


ing the foreign settler, Mr. MacDon- 
ald says that he asked all along the 
way of his journeyings, ‘‘Does he 
make a good Canadian citizen when 
he is here?’’ And he says: ‘‘I 
have put that question to ‘‘all sorts 
of people from police to politicians, 
and the invariable reply has been 
that he does. 

The British Labor leader makes 
this statement wiith the same frank- 
ness that he disrusses the whole ques- 
tion of British people coming to set- 
tle in Canada—the hard struggle at 
first and the severe winters, but the 
success that can be won by those who 
are of the right type and who have 
the- pluck to maintain the effort. 

The Bishop of Edmonton has al- 
ready been quoted in these columns 
as testifying, from his long eyperience 
in tthe west, to the good qualities of 
many of the settlers from foreign 
countries. Some of them also have 
become very successful and progres- 
sive farmers.. It was an interesting 
fact in connection with the standing 
grain and good farming competitions 
held this year by the Calgary Board 
of Trade, that the prize for the best 
all-round farm in the district was won 
by Tosef Csavossy, an immigrant 
from Hungary. He also won the 
first prize for standing oats. And 
the second prize-winner was Oscar 
Anderson from Sweden. 

Evidence of the process of assim- 
ilation that has been going on in past 
years is found in the many good Can- 
adians who are of the second gener- 
ation of those of foreign origin. They 
are in business, in professional life, 
and in public life, and are hardly to 
be distinguished from those of Brit- 
ish origin. A good deal has been said 
in criticism of the foreign born and 
not enough of the things that are to 
their credit and which indicate that 
most of them are on the way to be- 
coming Canadian citizens in every 
sense. 


PROGRESS IN ALBERTA 


In a recent issue he Calgary Her- 
ald devoted an entire page to the farm 
wealth of the province of Alberta, 
giving statistics which showed an 
increase in value from $50,000,000 in 
1906, a year afiter Alberta was creat- 
ed out of the Northwest Territories, 
to $338,161,458 in 1927. The wheat 
production jumped from 8,000,000 to 
162,000,000 bushels in twenty years. 
In 1906 the acreage sown to wheat 
was 223,980 and the yield 5,932,269 
in 1927 the figures were respectively, 
6,300,000 and 162,000,000. In 1906 the 
yield of oats was 24,027,071, and in 
1927 it was 101,000,000. In 21905 the 
production of creamery butter am- 
ounted to 813,430 pounds, while last 
year it was 20,750,000 pounds. In the 
year 1911 there was manufactured 
100,000 pounds of factory cheese, 
while in 1926 the figure was 1,350,000 
pounds. In 1906 the domestic anim- 
als of all kinds numbered 1,046,055; 
in 1926 they had increased to 3,462,- 
900. These figures show rapid devel- 
opment in less than a generation. 

When the province of Alberta was 
established in 1905, the population 
was small and scattered; there were 
hundreds of miles of virgin prairie 
and the ranchers were ofiten isolated. 
There were no cities and few villages 
and the ox-cart and the horse were 
the means of locomotion. Now the 
population is about 620,000 and the 
land assessments total $508,426,110. 
The revenue on income account in 
1927 was $12,263,400 and in the same 
year fifty new school districts were 
erected, the total enrolment of pupils 
in the province being 154,380. Vil- 
lages have grown to towns and towns 
to cities, and the farmers employ the 
most up-to-date machinery and drive 
about in motor cars of the latest mod- 
els. \Warehouses are increasing in 
number and factories and assembly 
plants are springing up in the cities. 
Manufacturing is being rapidly dev- 
eloped and the advance of industry 
promises to be faster from now on. 
The territory of a couple of decades 
ago is becoming a well-settled prov 
ince with almost unlimited prospects. 


LIVESTOCK UNION TO MEET 
IN EDMONTON 


Arrangements are being made for 
the annual meeting of the Western 
Canada Livestock Union which is to 
xe held in Edmonton, February 20- 
22, 1929. R. A. Wright of Drinkwater 
Sask., is president, and C. M. Lear- 
month of Regina is secretary of che 
organization, which includes in its 
membership many prominent livestock 
men in the western provinces. 

Problems of the beef cattle industry 
will have a place in the program of 
the convention, which will also receive 
a report of the recent World’s Dairy 
Congress held in London. Provisions 
will be made for full discussion of dis 
trict problems which may be brought 


up by any member in attendance

The Canadian Pacific has decided 
on a new ferry service between 
Steveston, on the mainland, and 
Sydney, on Vancouver Island, ac- 
cording to Captain C. D. Nereutsos, 
manager of the B. C. Coast Steam- 
ship Service. The new service will 
begin early next summer, being in- 
spired by the increased demand for 
short water hauls. 


Tourists to Victoria, the capital 
of British Columbia, this year num- 
bered 370,000, according to the Vic- 
toria Publicity Bureau. Tourist 
travel from Canadian points and 
from the west coast of the United 
States to Vancouver Island and Vic- 
toria, via the C. P. R. and the 
coastal steamsh:p service, show an 
increase over last year. 

New York newspaper cameramen
